(Joverpor Kilby was 
determined to put an end to illegal 
hangings and rule by mob instead 
of by law, and he inaugurated the 
plan of making sheriffs and peace 
officers responsible for the safety 
of their 
prisoners 
when 
mobs 
threatened. 
Until lynchings were checked by 
Governor Kilby’s action, there had 
been three hundred lynchings In 
Alabama since 1888. -Smoe then 
there has been none. It is a fine 
record, a fine showing for law and 
order. Commenting on it the Mont­ 
gomery Advertiser says: 
“Alabama is justly proud of its 
recen t record. Public opinion in 
this State 
has 
turned 
steadily 
against mob violence as an agency 
of retribution. Most of our political 
leaders and most of our editors 
have been sound on this question, j
